“THe HALcyon Days.’’—We had 
forgotten all that weever heard about 
the ‘‘haleyon days of the Republic,”’ 
until we were reminded of the old 
stereotyped phrase by Judge Watts in 
his charge to the Grand Jury at the 
last term of Wake Court. The 
Judge said hehad so often heard from 
public speakers, on the stump and 
elsewhere, reference to the *‘haleyon 
days of the Republic,’’? he was really 
eager to know the date of the‘ haleyon 
days,’’? &e. As above stated we had 
entirely forgotten the old expression, 
until reminded by Judge Watts. 
We were more forcibly and striking- 
ly reminded thereof on yesterday by 
the general appearance of our hotel 
sitting rooms, which were crowded 
with Grange representatives from 
every section of the State. We saw 
in the countenances, dressand general 
appearance of these honest old tillers 
ot the soil, the true bone and sinew 
of our State, for the first time since 
the ‘“haleyon days’’ of an old ante 
bellum Whig or Democratic Conven- 
tion, the f7we representatives of the

and when tax-payers only had a right 
to say who should make their laws, 
and who should represent them. But 
as we are not the ‘‘politickle’’ editor 
of this paper, we forbear further 
comment on the ‘‘haleyon days,’’ as 
we might say more than we are paid 
tosay. We cannot, however, refrain 
from expressing our great joy over 
what we had despaired of ever seeing 
again, viz: a body of the true repre- 
sentatives of the people assembled at 
the State capital.

MEETING OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA. 
— Yesterday, in accordance with the 
provisions of law, the recently elected 
‘rrustees of t he University of North 
Caroiina convened in this city. The 
Meeting was heid in the rear room 
of the Citizens’ National Bank. Of 
the 64 T'rustees only 14 were present 
as follows :

The session of the body was 
held with closed doors, and therefore 
we can give no regular report of the 
proceedings, but we learn that noth- 
ing was done beyond examining into 
the general condition of the Univer- 
sity, and that another meeting will 
be held to-day, when the full pro- 
ceedings will be given tothe public 
through the press. 

We learn that Gov. Caldwell insists 
that the right toappoint Trustees vests 
in him and not in the Legislature, 
and therefore he does not recognize 
this body asa legal one. We hear, 
further, that the Governor says that 
if the present Trustees will recognize 
this, as he claims, constitutional 
right of his, he will appoint them to 
the positions which they now hold 
by virtue of the legislative elec- 
tion.

THE Ohio temperance women are 
in danger of suits that may be as 
damaging to their pockets, or those 
of the tax-payers, as their fervor is 
now to the interests of the saloon- 
keepers. One of these latter has ap- 
plied to a Judge of the Common Pleas 
Court for an injunction restraining 
the good women from praying for 
him. He alleges that they congre- 
gate before his place of business and 
sing and pray to the detriment of his 
business, and to his damage one hun- 
dred dollars per day. Hisbill admits 
their assemblage is orderly and not 
boisterous. It raises the naked legal 
question whether the sidewalks and 
streets of a city can be oceupied by 
religious assemblages, to the interfer- 
ence Of a business, licensed and tole- 
rated within prescribed rules by the 
laws of the State. The litigation 
likely to follow will be contested 
closely, thousands of dollars having 
been raised to defend the women. 


OUR readers have already been in- 
formed through these columns that a 
sub-Committee of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House of Representa- 
tives have determined to report a bill, 
tor the consideration of the full Com- 
mittee, looking to the abolition of the 


“unjust and odious iron-clad oath. 


We are led to believe that the Com- 
mittee will give the bill a favorable 
consideration, and that the present 
temper of the House is decidedly 
favorable to the proposed abolition. 
It is full time that Congress should 
sweep away the last vestige of the 
rancour and prescription following 
in the train of the war. The passage 
of such a bill will be an act of justice to 
the South, and though tardy, none the 
less proper. Itis a burning disgrace 
and living slander upon the free in- 
stitutions of our country, that such a 
rigorous test oath should have re- 


mained so long upon the statute 
books,

OF ALL the features of the election 
which takes place on the first Thurs- 
day in August next the election of 
Judges excites the greatest amount 
of interest, and therefore we publish 
the following supplemental election 


act, Which was passed by the General 
Assembly a few days before adjourn- 
ment : 


1. Lhe General Assembly of 
North Carolina do enact, That there 
shall be an election held on the first 
Thursday of August, in the year of 
our Lord ‘one thousand eight hun- 
red and seventy-four, to fill the va- 
cancy iu the following oftice, to-wit : 
Superintendent of Public  Instrue- 
tion. 

See. 2. That there shall be an elec- 
tion held in the Second and Fighth 
Judicial Districts to fill the vacancies 
caused by the resignation of E. W. 
Jones, in the Second, and by reason 
of the non-acceptance of D. H. Star- 
buck, in the Eighth District. 

sec. 3. That the elections herein 
provided for shall be held and con- 
ducted under the same rules and reg- 
ulations as provided in the General 
lection law. 

_In General Assembly read three 
times and ratified this 15th day of 
February, A. D. 1874.

The terms of six of the eight Supe- 
rior Court Judges to be elected expire 
by limitation this year, viz: ALBERT- 
son, of the first district; CLARKE, of 
the third; Russe.u, of the fourth ; 
Buxton,of the fifth ; TouRGEE, of the 
seventh; LOGAN, of the ninth. The 
election in the second andeighth dis- 
tricts is to fill vacancies as indicated 
in the above bill, and those who are 
chosen will hold for two years, at the 
end of which time the terms attached 
to said office will expire according to 
law. Judge Moork isthe present in- 
ecumbent in the second district and 
Judge CLoup in the eighth. As the 
bill was originally introduced, it con- 
tained a provision for the election to 
fill vacancies on the bench of the Su- 
preme Court, to which the Governor 
appointed Messrs. ByNuM and SET- 
TLE, but the clause was stricken out by 
the House of Representatives before 
it became a law. . 


Two men, noted for their fine lite- 
rary attainments, one a German, 
DAVID FREDERICK STRAUSS, the 
freethinker, the other a Frenchman, 
JULES MICHELE?, the historian, 
have recently departe lt this life. 

STRAUSS was born in Ludinsberg, 
Wurtemburg, on the 27thof January, 
1808. He was noted for his free 
thought, as the works which he 
wrote at different periods indicated. 
[In 1835 his name wss made familiar 
by his Life of Christ, a book 
which at once commanded the atten- 
tion and provoked the attacks of all 
christendom. Its design was to 
‘establish for christianity a mytho- 
logical insteay of a historical basis, 
to resolve the gospel into popular le- 
gends and the miracles into insignifi- 
cant poetry.’’ This work caused him 
to retire into private life, but in Is4s 
he emerged as an unsuccessful eandi- 
date for the German legislative as- 
sembly; he was compensated for this 
defeat, however, by being returned 
to the diet of Wurtemburg.— 
The year following he wrote his 
Life of Schubert; in 185) his Chres- 
tian Maerklin made its appearance, 
and in 1856 the Life and Writings of 
the Poet and Philosopher, Nicodemus 
Frischlin. In 1872, nearly “‘twenty 
years after,”’? the interval being oc¢cu- 
pied by replies to his critics, STRAUSS 
wrote The New Creed and the Old,a 
work still before the world, in which 
he asks the questions, ‘‘Are we still 
christians and, ‘‘Are we still pos- 
sessed of religion?’ answering 
to both. This, like his first work, 
and most of his works, has been 
translated into all the modern lan- 
guages of Europe, and though severe- 
ly criticised, has found a permanent 
place on the book -shelves of all think- 
ers and scholars. 

JULES MICHELET, the historjan of 
France, was one of the most success-— 
ful ofthe brilliant /iferari that has 
appeared in Paris during the past 
fifty years. He was born in Paris in 
1798. In 182] he was called toachair 
in the college Saint-Barbe, where he 
taught the ancient languages and 
philosophy until 1826. Shortly after 
the revolution of 1830 he wasappoint- 
ed chief of the historical section of the 
archivesof the realm; and M. Guizor, 
unable, on account of his politieal du- 
ties, tocontinue his lectures on histo- 
ry in the faculty of literature in Par- 
is, named MICHELET as his substi- 
tute. In 1838 he succeeded M. Dv- 
NoU in the chair of history in the 
College de France, and was elected 
member of the institute. M. Micu- 
ELET, whose views are founded upon 
those of the German school of histo- 
ry, and particularly on the ideas of 
Vico, of whose works he has pub- 
lished an edition, regarded history as 
“philosophy teaching by example.”’ 
He was the author of quite a number 
of historical works, running from 
1826 to 1869, his first being the 7ab- 
leaux Synchroniques de VU Histoire 
Modern, and his last, Nos Fils, being 
a plea for compulsory education, The 
government, in March 1851, interdiet- 
ed his lectures, and he has since re- 
mained in private life. 


The librarian of the Woreester 
(Mass. ) Public Library says in his an-

A bill to provide for deducting any 
debt due the United States from any 
judgment recovered against the 
United States by such debtor, passed.
